EU£CTRIC ROAD. 

The subject ol gravest imp* 
tance to the business men of 
Montgomery county is being con- 
sidered by our city representa 
tives: Shall we have an electric 
railway over the streets of Mt. 
Sterling and through the county 
connecting us with Lexington? 
We would have every citi7.cn con 
sicier thc|question seriously. That 
the pcople,of the county want it 
no longer a mooted question, that 
the business men of Mt. Sterling 
realize thejbenefit of such a road 
was in evidence la«t Tuesday 
when one hundred of them repre- 
senting the various business inter- 
ests of the city voted as a unit for 
the road. The only question to 
be considered now by the Council 
and the committee from the Busi- 
ness Men's Club is the safe guards 
about the proposition. The build 
ing of the road will not cause the 
outlay qf one cent by our county 
or city and it gives to us in freights 
and more frequent hauls just what 
we have been willing to pay for. 
Should the proposition with its va- 
rious amendments be adopted by 
our council Mt. Sterling would be 
first to have the road and first to 
receive traffic benefits. We con- 
sider such a road of inestimable 
value to thejocality adjacent to it 
and through which it passes. We 
have given our reasons and It 
would not hurt to repeat them. 
The first item is our freight rates, 
reducing from 32 to 12 cents on 
the same class. Then the mar 
kets opened to little things pro 
duced by our farmers. An othe 
of still greater importance is th< 
location of factories, such as tobac- 
co, cigars, handle, spoke, shoe, a 
tannery, &c. 

Another/eason why we arc anx- 
ious to locate this road here is 
this: If weidon't get it some oth- 
er place near us will and then not- 
withstanding our pluck we would 
go to the repining list. We are 
for Mt. Sterling and Montgomery 
first. 

This plant will not only be capable 
of furnishing power for carrying pas 
sengers and freight, but power for 
the running of machinery and that

WHEAT IN KANSAS. 

State Holds First Place 10 Production 
of tbt Cereal. 

The Advance of Kansas, says the 
Kansas City (Mo.) Star, to the 

ducing common wealths again calls 
attention to the wonderful pro- 
ductiveness of that state. It is 
also calculated to make one re- 
flect on the remarkable history 
of agricultural experiments by the 
Kansas farmers. In the early eighties 
there was high pressure wheat grow- 
ing, but it did not reach the volume, 
nor even the relative importance, of, 
the crops of the past few years. The 
crop of 1901 aggregated more than 
90,000,000 bushels, by far the largest 
of any state in the union. This crop is 
valued at more than $50,000,000. 
.Wheat raising in Kansas hat passed 
through many experimental itagt s.as 
has the growing of many other agricul- 
tural products. At first it was sup- 
posed that only spring wheat could bo 
produced with profit in the 6tate. 
This idea uas dispelled by the demon- 
stration of T. C. Henry, known as the 
"wheat king." who owned at one time 
60,000 acres of land near Abilene. 
Henrj ii. traduced winter wheat. One 
jear— -187G— he raised more than 
200,000 bushels, which he sold at 
11.20 p< rbusheTd. He revolutionized 
wheat raising in his state. At present 
the spring wheal cr< p it as inconsid- 
erable item in the total product.
